Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  Humphries  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the.  t-pnour  to  present  to  you  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
and  sanitary  conditions  of  the  Swanage  Urban  District  for  the  year  1949. 
The  Report  is  set  out  in  sections  in  the  following  order  :- 
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The  health  of  the  district  has  remained  satisfactory  during  the 
year  and  the  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  slight. 

The  shortage  of  housing  accommodation  in  the  district  still  remains 
acute  and  it  is  likely  that  the  Council’s  building  programme  will  take 
many  years  to  satisfy  the  demand  for  improved  housing  accommodation. 

Unsatisfactory  and  inadequate  housing  conditions  have  been  blamed 
as  of  the  major  factors  in  causing,  not  only  much  physical  ill 
health  and  disease,  but  also  much  mental  strain  and  worry,  and  as 
contributing  to  the  provalonco  of  such  socials  ills  as  Juvenile 
Delinquency  and  the  disruption  of  normal  family  life.  Unfortunately, 
only  too  often  in  the  course  of  ones  duties,  evidence  is  met  confirming 
the  truth  of  this  statement. 

During  the  year  thoro  wore  an  increased  number  of  complaints  of 
flooding  of  houses  in  the  Ulwoll  Road  area  duo  to  backing  up  of  sewage 
in  house  drains.  This  long  standing  periodic  complaint  appears  to  be 
raised  more  frequently  and  is  now  an  urgent  problem.  It  may  be  an 
indication  that  the  sewerage  system  in  this  developing  part  of  tao  town 
is  becoming  inadequate. 

I  wish  to  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking  the  Members  of  the 
Council  for  their  kindness  and  consideration  an^  the  Sanitary  Inspector 
and  other  Officers  oft  ho  Council  for  their  help  and  co-operation  during 
the  year.

SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA . 
Wat or  Supply 


There  has  been  no  change  in  tho  source  of  If  at  or  Supply  or  in 
the  method  of  its  treatment  since  tho  1948  report. 

Tho  following  is  a  description  of  tho  Sources  and  Treatment  of  tho 
Supply  as  they  appoared  in  previous  reports 

’’The  Corfo  Castle  Spring  is  locatod  100  yards  north-east  of  the 
Railway  Bridge,  by  the  sido  of  tho  Studland  Road,  and  about  50  ft. 
above  O.D.  Tho  Spring  issuos  from  tho  vertical  junction  of  the 
Chalk  and  Tortiary  beds. 

Tho  situation  of  this  Spring  makes  it  liable  to  very  serious 
pollution.  It  lies  immediately  north-east  of  a  gap  in  the 
Hills,  which  are  formed  by  tho  outcropping  chalk  sftatum,  and 
immediately  south  of  tho  gap  lies  tho  village  of  Corfe  Castle. 

All  tho  drainage  from  Corfo  Castle  Yillago  and  the  greater  part 
of  tho  valley  south  of  the  Purboclc  Hills  passes  through  this 
gap  in  two  streams  uniting  in  tho  gap  to  form  the  Corfo  River, 
which  flows  past  tho  Spring  Head  and  about  25  to  30  ft.  distant 
from  it. 

My  predecessor  -  Dr.  Kenneth  Mawson  -  carried  out  tests  at  Corfe 
Castle  in  1938,  which  indicated  that  tho  Corfo  Castle  Spring  was 
pollutod  by  tho  adjacent  stream.  It  is  evident  that  with  con¬ 
tinued  and  increased  pumping  from  this  source  the  charmols  of 
pollution  in  the  chalk  formation  will  become  more  and  more  open 
and  the  wator  of  tho  spring  bocomo  more  readily  pollutod. 

In  the  past,  pumping  from  tho  Corfo  Castle  Spring  had  to  be 
suspended  during  rainy  periods  ovrLng  to  tho  rapid  deterioration 
of  t  he  quality  of  the  water,  making  chlorination  impossible* 
this  difficulty  has  boon  overcome  with  tho  bringing  into  use  of 
opensand  filtration  plant,  All  wator  from  tho  Corfo  Castlo 
Spring  is  now  filtered  boforo  chlorination. 

Tho  Ulwoll  sorco  yoilds  a  limited  supply  which  is  used  to 
supplement  tho  supply  from  tho  Corfo  Castlo  Spring,  which  is  tho 
main  sour  oq.  Tho  water  comes  from  tho  groonsand  layors  and  its 
quality  is  satisfactory. 

Wator  from  the  Corfo  Castlo  source  is  filtered  and  chlorinated 
and  that  from  tho  Ulwoll  source  is  chlorinated.  The  dosage  of 
Chlorine  is  controlled  by  regular  estimations  of  chlorine  content 
at  the  County  Laboratory. 

Forty  four  somplos  wore  taken  from  tho  Corfe  Castle  Supply  and 
Forty  two  from  the  Ulwoll  Supply  for  estimation  of  chlorine  at 
the  Laboratory. 

During  tho  period  of  drought  in  the  summer  months  and  at  tho  hoight 
of  the  holiday  season  a  heavy  strain  foil  on  tho  wator  supply 
for  the  District;  although  tho  level  of t  ho  Springs  foil 
considerably  and  pumps  had  to  bo  lowerod  in  tho  Spring  Hoads,  it 
was  not  found  necessary  to  ration  wator o  Tho  public  wore, 
however,  asked  to  co-oporato  in  tho  conserving  of  wator  supplies 
by  discontinuing  tho  use  of  hoses  for  watering  gardens  and  washing 
cars  • 

Tho  quality  of  t  ho  water,  as  supplied  to  tho  oonsumor,  has  boon 
maintained  at  a  highly  satisfactory  lovol.

Sewerage  and  Drainage. 


There  were  no  oxtentions  to  thn  Sewerage  System  during  tho  year  and  the 
method  of  sewerage  disposal  is  tho  samo~as  in  previous  years. 

Tho  sowage  is  discharged,  untreated,  into  the  area  off  Peveril  Point 
and  this  method  of  disposal  has  nevor  given  rise  to  any  nuisance  in  Swanage. 

During  the  year  complaints  wore  received  of  tho  backing  up  of  the  drains 
and  water  closets  in  several  houses  in  tho  Ulwell  Road  area.  It  would  appear 
that  as  tho  result  of t  ho  oxtonsion  of  building  in  tho  Now  Swanage  area,  and 
tho  difficulty  of  tho  disposal  of  storm  wator,  tho  sowers  in  this  vicinity 
are  inadequate  and  are  surcharged  during  periods  of  heavy  rainfall. 

As  a  result  of  those  complaints  tho  Council  is  considering  schemes 
for  improving  tho  drainage  facilities  in  this  area. 

For  many  years  past  tho  need  fer  a  Fublic  Convenience  at  the  New 
Swanage  end  of  the  beach  has  boon  evident  and  the  Council  has  been  fortunate 
in  obtaining  a  site  at  Battlegato,  Shore  Road,  and  plans  have  boon  poparod 
and  submitted  to  the  Ministry  for  approval.

The  private  dwelling  houses  in  the  district  receive  a  regular  weekly 
visit  for  collection  of  refuse* 

A  scheme  for  the  collection  of  trade  refuse  was  started  during  the  year 
wherdby  the  trade  received  ore  collection  free  of  charge  and  a  charge  being 
made  for  any  extra  collections  during  the  week* 

Refuse  Disposal 

The  disposal  of  refuse  in  Swanago  is  by t ho  Controlled  Tipping  method: 
disused  workings  at  the  Swanago  Quarried  sites  aro  utilised  f or t  his  purpose* 
Frequent  inspections  aro  made  to  ensure  that  no  nuisance  exists  and  the  tip 
received  treatment  against  rodent  and  fly  infostation* 
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Control  of  Movoablo  Dwellings 


With  tho  increase  in  the  popularity  of  Caravan  comping,  Swanage  has  7 
sites  to  off  or  to  the  holiday  makers. 

The  sites  aro  under  constant  supervision  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector. 

In  addition  to  tho  above  licences  to  use  a  site  for  Moveable  Dwellings 
thore  was  one  licence  issued  to  oroct  or  station  a  moveable  dwelling* 

There  wore  no  new  licences  issued  for  camping  sitos  during  the  yoar. 

No  difficulty  was  exporioncod  in  tho  control  of  camping  sitos  during 
the  year  and  it  was  not  found  nocossary  to t ake  formal  action  for  tho 
abatement  of  nuisanoe* 

Smoko  Abatement 

Fortunately  there  was  no  occasion  to  sorvo  Statutory  Notices  for  Smoke 
Abatement  during  the  year,  although  tho  chimney  of  ono  factory  was  raised 
to  obviate  nuisance  to  nearby  residents. 

Swimming  Baths  and  Tools 


Swanage’s  natural  beauty  affords  its  visitors  excellent  bathing 
facilities*  Thoro  is  little  variation  in  the  tidal  changes  and  tho 
foreshore  is  free  from  steep  shelving  and  rocks.  Tho  average  temperature 
of  the  sea  from  May  to  September  1949  was  62°F. 

For  those,  hewover,  who  profor  a  swimming  pool  to  ‘sea  bathing,  there 
are  facilities  at  ono  of  tho  largo  hotels  in  tho  district*  Tho  pool  is 
woll  suporvisod  and  a  modern  plant  is  installed  to  provide  aeration, 
chlorination  and  filtration  of  tho  wator.

Throughout  tho  year  constant  supervision  of  all  promises  whoro  food 
was  proparod  and  offered  for  sale  was  maintained  and  whoro  necessary  notices 
woro  served  on  the  Occupiers  to  carry  out  certain  works,  including  tho 
provision  of  wash-hand  basins  and  other  toilet  requisites  for  the  uso  of 
persons  engaged  in  the  handling  of  food.  In  no  caso  was  it  found  necessary 
to  recommend  legal  proceedings  being  t  :.kon.  It  can  bo  said  that  tho  general 
standard  of  cleanliness  in  thoso  promises  is  satisfactory.  It  was,  however, 
hoped  to  further  improve  upon  tho  statutory  requirements  by t ho  formation  of 
an  H.F.T.  Guild  and  with  this  object  in  view  several  mootings  wero  held, 'but 
unfortunately  little  progress  had  boon  made  in  tho  formation  of  the  Guild 
by  tho  ond  of  tho  yoar. 

Tho  Ministry  of  Food  prepared  How  Model  Byo-laws  f or  t he  handling, 
wrapping  and  delivery  of  food  which,  if  adopted  by  tho  Council,  will  ensure 
that  a  higher  standard  can  bo  socurod  in  the  promises  where  food,  intended 
for  sale  for  human  consumption,  is  handled.

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HOUSING 


Housing  still  remains  tho  groatest  problom  to  bee  Goalt  with  by  tho 
Local  Authority.  Unfortunately  tho  Council's  post-war  building  programme 
was  slow  in  getting  under  way  and  up  to  the  end  of  1949  only  26  houses 
had  beon  complotod*  During  tho  same  period  65  houses  were  built  by 
private  enterprise. 

When  tho  number  of  applicants  on  the  Council's  register  for  housing 
accommodation  is  compared  with  tho  number  of  now  houses  built  in  the 
district  since  the  end  of  tho  war,  it  becomes  apparent  that  the  rate  of 
building  should  bo  increased. 

In  the  absence  of  a  detailed  housing  survey  it  is  difficult  to 
assess,  with  accuracy,  the  true  stato  of  present  housing  conditions  and 
the  prevalence  of  overcrowding  but,  from  the  informat ion- available,  it 
would  appear  that  there  is  no  serious  statutory  overcrowding  in  the 

district. 

Although  most  of  the  worst  houses  in  tho  district  were  dealt  with 
in  1938/39  .by  clearance  and.  demolition  orders;  many  of  these  houses-are 
still  to  bo  demolished  and.  a  few  are  still  occupied.  There  is  no  doubt 
that  many  houses  which  in  1938/39  wore  considered  capable  of  being 
rendered  fit  at  reasonable  cost  would  now  fall  into  the  catagory  of  unfit 
houses  requiring  demolition. 

Owing  to  the  acute  shortage  of  houses  the  Council  were  unable  to 
proceed  with  demolition  or  extensive  repairs  and  reconditioning  of  houses, 
as  it  was  felt  that  this  would  inevitably  load  to  a  reduction  in  the 
available  housing  accommodation  in  the  district.  During  the  year  action 
was  limited  to  securing  that  urgent  repairs,  necessary  to  abate  nuisances, 
wore  carried  out*

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PREVALENCE  ANN  CONTROL  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


There  was  no  outbreak  of  serious  infectious  disease  in  the  district 
during  tho  year. 

Measles 

The  number  of  cases  of  measles  notified  was  65  compared  with  226  for 
tho  previous  year.  The  disease  was  mild  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Whooping  Cough 


The  incidence  of  this  disease  was  loss  than  in  1948.  A  total  of 

34  cases  was  notified  compared  with  71  for  the  year  1948. 


Scarlet  Fever 


The  number  of  oasos  of  Scarlet  Fever  notified  was  tho  highost  for 
several  years.  The  majority  of  tho  cases  woro  pupils  in  the  Infant 
Department  of  the  Swanage  County  School.  The  cases  were  very  mild  and 
no  doubt  there  woro  some  sub-clinical  ambulant  cases. 

Investigation  amongst  the  pupils  and  Staff  at  the  School  failed  to 
rovoal  any  suspected  source  of  infection. 

Acute  P  o  1  i  omyelit  is 


Throe  cases  of  Acute  Poliomyelitis  wore  notified  in  the  third 
quarter  of  the  year.  None  of  the  cases  was  normally  resident  in  the 
district. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  visitors  -  a  boy  aged  17  years  and  a  girl 
aged  16  years  -  who  had  been  10  days  and  12  days,  respectively,  in  the 
district  before  the  onset  of  the  illness. 

The  third  was  a  Naval  Rating,  aged  19  years,  who  was  taken  ill 
when  his  ship  was  off  Swanage.  Ho  was  landed  and  transferred  to 
Hospital. 

Food  Poisoning 

Three  cases  of  Food  Poisoning  wore  notified  during  t  he  month  of 

August. 

Two  cases  -  a  husband  and  wife  -  who  came  on  a  day  trip  to  Swanage, 
ate  meat  paste  sandwiches  on  the  way  which  had  been  marie  at  heme.  On 
arrival  they  wore  taken  acutely  ill  with  Diarrhoea,  Vomiting  and  Collapse 
and  were  admitted  to  hospital.  There  is  no  record  of  Bacteriological 
investigation  and  the  patients  had  left  tho  district  by  the  time 
notification  was  received. 

The  third  was  that  of  a  boy  visitor,  aged  14  years,  in  whom  the  onset 
of  symptoms  of  diarrhoea  and  abdominal  pain  occurrod  five  days  before  he 
come  to' Swanage.  He  was  admitted  to  Hospital  where  S.  Typhi  Murium  was 
isolated  from  the  stool. 

Particulars  of  these  cases  were  sent  to  the  Medical  Offioor  of 
Health  for  tho  Districts  in  which  they  resided^ 

Smallpox  Contacts 

Notice  was  received  that  two  contacts  with  a  case  of  Smallpox  which 
occurred  on  board  a  ship  which  arrived  at  a  Port  in  this  Country  wore 
coming  to  reside  in  this  district.  Appropriate  action  was  taken. 

Scabies  and  Verminous  Conditions 


The  incidence  of  these  conditions  have  shown  a  gradual  decline 
since  tho  war  years  and  no  cases  wore  reported  in  the  district  during  the 
year  under  review.
